Well, at the half way mark of season it is timely to 
revisit just what we have achieved in terms of 
marketing the Adelaide United Football Club. Also, 
it is a good time to put on our thinking cap to assess 
our current position and ascertain whether we can 
better manage the processes we initially put in 
place. Firstly, it is important to recall what we have achieved. 


Current status/achievements in 2003 

AUFC has established and positioned itself in the Adelaide marketplace 
very quickly and is now well supported in terms of general interest out- 
side of Hindmarsh Stadium and gate attendances. So far, AUFC has: 


‘ initiated affordable ticketing and promoted accordingly to encourage 
soccer fans to attend but also to make the product and event accessible 
to other sporting fans and to all South Australian fans in general; 


- changed the poor perception of the code of soccer in South Australia 
and turned it around to encourage people to believe in the new product 
and brand presented at each home game at Hindmarsh Stadium; 


‘made strategic decisions and consequently fast-tracked change 
for the betterment of the game; 


‘ initiated the team strip adopting the traditional colours of the State 
so as to create an immediate affinity and mass appeal with SA fans; 


- created a fresh new logo like no other in the league and created a new 
product and brand for the South Australian and Australian market place; 


‘ registered a new name, the Adelaide United Football Club, 
which is relative to all South Australians but also is relative to the past, 
the present status and the future direction of the club; 


- established a new relationship with the Government of South Australia 
and a healthy status regarding the lease of Hindmarsh Stadium; 


‘ initiated a marketing plan to bring back all of the corporate world 
and commercial partners that had previously divorced themselves 
from soccer - some of these sponsors had disappeared and kept away 
from the game as far back as 10 years ago; 

‘ enjoyed a good rapport with the mainstream media and the feel 

and fresh new look of the club has enthused even the non-soccer 
sports presenters on television, radio and print media. 

After seven home games at Hindmarsh Stadium, Adelaide United has 
attracted 86,499 fans through the gates — just 13,501 short of the 
100,000 milestone — averaging 12,357 fans per game. The Club is 
sitting on top of the NSL's ladder of average home crowds. 

Adelaide United has established good links with all of the SA soccer 
family, including the SA Futsal Association, SA Womens Soccer 
Association, SA Amateur League, SA Premier & State Leagues 
and the SA Junior Soccer Association. In excess of 30,000 registered 
players from these associations were not attending NSL matches. 
AUFC has established a fresh start with these organizations and now is 
well positioned to move forward to other sporting organizations. 


In terms of popularity in the South Australian sports market, Adelaide 
United is positioned third only after the Adelaide Crows (first) and 
Port Adelaide Power (second). 


The Future for United 

Adelaide United’s aim is retention. ‘This means that United will 
focus on retaining the corporate and commercial partners and initiate 
strategies to procure new sponsors for next season, by: 


‘ retaining the current ticket holders and building on next season 
from the current position;

- reassessing the way we operate.to continuously improve; 


* meeting regularly with the stakeholders (ic soccer community), to 
ensure that they have a say in the future direction of the club; 
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* ensuring that players are actively involved in promotions and 
publicity to continue to build profile with more interviews with the 
electronic and print media; 


- ensuring that players are actively involved with community and 
charitable organizations; 


- stepping up the advertising campaigns with the current commercial 
partners to maintain awareness and profile of the Adelaide United brand.

A one-goal margin flattered the Melbourne 
Knights as Adelaide United won the round 16 
fixture and climbed to fourth position on the NSL ladder. 


An inexperienced albeit well-disciplined Knights could thank a 
sensational performance from its giant keeper Vilson Knezevic, who 
made some stunning reflex saves to keep the young visiting team in 
contention until the final whistle. 

Another packed Hindmarsh Stadium of over 13,000 was stunned 
when the visiting Knights drew first blood after just three minutes. A 
long through ball found Kris Trajanovski who took advantage of 
hesitancy in the Adelaide defence to slot home. 

United's reply came just ten minutes later when Richie Alagich - who 
again played an inspired match - crossed to Carl Veart whose header 
from four metres out was placed perfectly to Knezevic's left and into goal. 
In the 30th minute Trajanovski low headed goal attempt was foiled 
with a fine instinctive save by David Scarsella. 

What then turned out to be the winner was scored in the 31st minute, 
with possibly the best team goal by Adelaide United at home so far.

Adelaide United president Basil Scarsella has pledged to remain loyal 
to the locals who have performed brilliantly in United’s debut season. 
However, should the likes of former South Australian players, Stan 
Lazaridis, Paul Agostino, Tony Vidmar or John Aloisi become avail— 
able inside the next few seasons, the door would surely be thrown open. 
Preceding that quartet many years ago were John Kosmina, Frank 
Farina, David Mitchell and Robbie Slater ~ players who were willing 
to share their wealth of experience in the country which gave them 
their soccer baptism. 

Already, United captain Aurelio Vidmar, Carl Veart and Ross Aloisi 
have returned home after outstandingly successful careers with 
overseas clubs. 

No Australian club would expect to lure limelight Socceroos Harry 
Kewell, Mark Viduka or Mark Schwarzer Down Under until the 
wage gap is bridged. 

In searching for a star likely to boomerang back to Australia in the 
near future, the illustrious name, Stan Lazaridis, springs to mind. 


Lazaridis was fondly known as "Stan The Man" when he played 71 
National Soccer League games for West Adelaide Sharks over three 
memorable seasons. 

He was kidnapped by West under the eyes of Adelaide City, who also 
earmarked the West Australian as a probable recruit. 

Lazaridis, 31, first hit the headlines with the Australian Joey’s squad 
in 1989. At the other end of the career scale he one of the three 
overage players with the Olyroos during the 2000 Olympics. 

He amassed 46 "A" internationals and 11 other games for the 
Socceroos, before "Stan The Man" poetically strutted his stuff with West 
Ham and Birmingham on the tough professional UK football stage.

West Adelaide sold Lazaridis to West Ham for $650,000, before the 
flank attacker subsequently joined Birmingham in July of 1999, fora 
club record $3 million. 

When on holidays, he regularly returns to Adelaide with his Adelaide— 
born wife and daughter Dior. 

Lazaridis has a year remaining on his four-year contract with Birm— 
ingham, the club he helped gain promotion to the Premier League. 
Ironically, it was Lazaridis, who contributed with a successfully taken 
third penalty to boost Birmingham to the shoot-out showdown win 
over Millwall, which ensured promotion. 

Ironic, because the Blues, who paid $3.36 million for Lazaridis, had to 
fork out a further $1.4 million to West Ham to honour a promotion 
clause in his contract. 

"That sounds a lot of money, but in the scheme of things it’s not a lot 
because Birmingham City have just been given $110 million for 
making the Premier League," Lazaridis said. 

The Socceroo laments that a slice of the money paid to West Ham 
must go to an administrator instead of his former club, the now 
defunct, West Adelaide. 

"It would have been nice if West had still been around to get a share, 
but it was not to be," said Lazaridis, who has retained business 
interests and property in Adelaide. 

He loves the high-octane atmosphere of the English Premier League, 
saying, "One week you’re up against Dennis Bergkamp and the next 
you're lining up against David Beckham at Old Trafford," he said. 
The steadfastly patriotic Lazaridis likes nothing better than donning 
the Green and Gold of Australia. 

He has shared the disappointment of three unsuccessful World Cup cam- 
paigns with the Socceroos, but is desperate to be part of a fourth attempt. 
Stan was so badly hurt by the defeat to Iran six years ago that he lay 
prostrate on the MCG turf for 20 minutes after the final whistle sounded. 
He was eventually helped to his feet by a concerned policeman. 
Currently, Lazaridis is sidelined for about a month with a groin injury, 
but the resilient utility player will doubtless display his usual toughness 
to be back in action in record time.
